(31), an anvil (17), a mandrel assembly (50,16, 40, 12.) with at least four 
segments), and a means (26,68,14a). 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated Keys 
(3791011). 

Keys discloses a tool having a body (1 1) with a nose piece (14), an insert head 
(31), an anvil (18), a mandrel assembly (25,23,22, 16), with at least four 
segments), and a means (47,42,35,36).
